Hi Team, 

As promised, here is an email initiating the conversation to determine a set of criteria for an RFP for a 
Broadway utility box mural program. 

To reiterate the loose criteria discussed at our last BBB meeting: 

Murals should: 

- have a unified cohesive aesthetic 

- reflect Broadway's history and architecture without being kitschy 

- embrace the 'new' Broadway 

Murals may: 

- be granted out to one artist, one organization, or one art director to promote cohesive aesthetic 

- depict decades, organized by block (2nd - 3rd = 20's, etc.) 

- depict closeups of architectural details 

- be left open mostly ended to allow artists/entities submitting proposals to do the creative thinking 
for us. 

I think this is about as far as we got. Please respond with your thoughts and feelings in the next few 
days and we'll aim to get a first draft 1-pager done by end of next week.
